They are the
holders of a sacred public wrust, and if they
betray it, they deserve to be arraigned before
a criminal tribunal, as they certainly will be-
fore high heaven. The parents shonld see to |
it that their chiidren go to school in season, |
snd be provided with books and all the appa- |
ratus necessary for instroction- Some parents
are so unreasonable as to pronounce & teacher
a ninuy, and yet expect him to impart instruic-
tion to their children without the requisites ; |
send them with a piece of book, perhaps not |
anocther like it in school, and cne or two days |
out of a week,. and then expect to see some
great change in the cducation of their clil- |
dren. This class of persons are very often ex- ]
tremely patriotic, so much so that their chil- |
dren are even imbued with a political spirit |
before they know their A D CUs. Let them |
come early, regnlarly, and neatly dressed: no |
matter if it be coarse in texture, provided it
be strong, well made npand weil fitting. The
humblest dressed boy in school, if he is orly
neat and clean in bis appearance, will be wuch
more pleasing tivan the most costly clad if he
is a slouch. And above all things, sustain the
teacher; if you would have a good school. and
have your ¢hildren improve in their studies,
you maust aid him in the cnforcement of his
rules. Do not say when your neighbor’s boy
gets punished that it is all right,”” and then |
fall to abusing the teacher when the flagelation |
comes home to your owu door. It almost in-
variably happens, that when you see a man
habitually finding fault with school teachers, |
that be has @ bad set of children, and if we |
reason from analogy, we must suppose that be |
is no better ; answering in the negative, by his
own conduct, the inquiry in holy writ—«<Do
men gatherfigs of thorns or grapes of thistles?”?
The most difficult, harassing, and patience-
trying business in the whele range of human
employments, is that of teaching a district
school; and it is as improbable for a teacher
te go through a winter school and do his duaty |
without having fault found with bim in some
quarter, as it isfor aJichi man to entcr the
kingdom of heaven. I speak from observa-
tion and experience. Teachers are not infal-
lible ; they are bot human and liable to err.
If ther do wrong unintentionally, rou should |
not fall to and berate and abuse thess, but |
rather sympathise with frail humanity. Ia-
trons, you should remember that the teacher,
If in duty, has o very great care on his mind ;
he should remember that he is training im-
mortal minds,—and act accordingly,—minds
that will expand and mature through all eter-
nity. How vastly important itis then, that
he should instill into the youthtnl mind noble |
and generous principles of virtue and morali- !
ty. He is influencing their destiny for more !
than the present time. Therc is something |
far beyond, infinitely grander, immeasurably
more enduring, inconceivably vaster, which |
shall begin its endless duration, when timc
shall be swallowed up in eternity. A.B.T.
